The “astronomical” costs of uni¬ 
versity accommodation has 
pushed one student to look for an 
unconventional solution. 

Lucas de haro Pishoudt, 21, a 
computer forensics and business 
student, bought a caravan in 
Spain during the summer and 
drove his new home across Eu¬ 
rope, after getting into debt when 
he was living in Kingston Univer¬ 
sity halls of residence. 

The caravan cost £2,200, but the 
student says he is now spending 
about £100 a month to live in it, 
compared with the £600 a month 
he was paying in rent last year. 

Mr de haro Pishoudt said: 
“When I finished last year I could 
not afford to pay my final bills. 

“I got into a lot of debt and I was 
still paying even though I had 
gone home for the summer. 

“The caravan just seemed like 
the best option. 

“My friends thought it was a 
crazy idea at first, but I have solar 
panels that give me electricity, a 
shower and water. 

“It is a good space.” 

The biggest problem he faces is 
finding a permanent site for his 
home. 

He said: “I get to stay some¬ 
where for a week or so and then 
get moved on. 

“Having to move around so 
much does not affect my studies 
as much as worrying about 
money did.” 

Accounting and finance student 
Moustapha Bah, 24, echoed Mr de 
haro Pishoudt’s rent woes. 

He said: “I pay £800 a month in 
rent and my parents really help 
out. 

“I would not be able to pay my 
bills if my course was longer and 
my parents didn’t cover my rent.” 

The National Union of Students 
is currently calling for rent con¬ 
trols for student accommodation 
and investment by institutions. 

NUS welfare vice-president 
Shelly Asquith said: “The housing 
crisis is forcing students, whose 
incomes do not match the rising 
cost of living, into untenable 
conditions.

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Need for school places soaring

A new school very nearly 
came within the grasp of Sur¬ 
biton parents before it moved 
across to Kingston, but new 
information still shows the 
need for another primary 
school in the area. 

In 2013 the Education Fund¬ 
ing Agency (EFA), along with 
international free school 
provider Gems, offered to set 
up a free school in Surbiton, 
but ended up buying Swan 
House in the middle of 
Kingston town centre instead. 

Statistics now gathered and 
published by the Greater Lon¬ 
don Assembly (GLA) show the 
predicted number of school 
places needed for four-year- 
olds in Berrylands in 2018 will 
be 144 - a rise of 12 per cent on 
the current figures moving on 
to primary education. 

Similar estimations were 
made for St Mark’s ward, 
where 114 nursery school 
places would be needed - an 
8 per cent rise. This again

highlights the need for a pri¬ 
mary school in Surbiton. 

Dad-of-two Ross Logan, 
of Beaconsfield Road, in Sur¬ 
biton, said: “Will we still be in 
Surbiton [in a couple of years] 
- one because it’s expensive 
and two, will we get our boys 
into a school? 

“It’s a concern for a lot of peo¬ 
ple. We are putting all our eggs 
in one basket, so another 
school would be welcome, but I 
can’t see that happening any 
time soon. Certainly not in the 
time [my son] needs one.” 

The school that never was - 
Surbiton Primary Academy - 


had its own website, which was 
quickly changed to Kingston 
Primary Academy after the 
plans fell through. 

The Kingston school is ex¬ 
pected to open in September 
2016. 

Jodie Croft, from Gems, 
said a year had been spent 
searching for a site in Sur¬ 
biton, but a space big enough 
was never found. 

She agreed anyone hoping 
to put a school in the area 
would struggle. 

Mrs Croft said: “There was a 
lot of disappointment when we 
moved from our part as well.” 

St Mark’s Councillor Liz 
Green, leader of the Liberal 
Democrat opposition, said: “I 
don’t think there’s any argu¬ 
ment by anybody that the 
EFA, who buys up free 
schools, has any sense what¬ 
soever. We obviously need a 
school in the Berrylands area 
towards Tolworth, somewhere 
at the Surbiton, Tolworth bor¬ 
der. We’ve known this for 
some time.” 

Councillor Andrea Craig, 
cabinet member for schools, 
said work was continuing on 


getting a site in Surbiton. 

She said: “We always said we 
needed extra places in Sur¬ 
biton, which is why we direct¬ 
ed Gems towards that area 
when it first suggested to us it 
wanted to establish a free 
school in the borough. The 
EFA was unable to secure a 
site in Surbiton within the 


requisite timescales and we 
agreed the school should in¬ 
stead open in Kingston, anoth¬ 
er area of high need for 
places.” 

She added work to secure a 
site for a free school in Sur¬ 
biton that would open “in the 
next few years, when it will be 
needed,” was continuing.

Officers had originally 
recommended it for approval 
despite local opposition.

Kingston Council leader 
Councillor Kevin Davis has 
pledged his support to save 
Kingstonian, but denied pe¬ 
titioners’ claims a covenant 
exists protecting the 130- 
year-old club. 

Last week this newspaper 
started a campaign to secure 
the future of Kingstonian as 
the sale of home stadium 
Kingsmeadow nears. 

Leaseholders AFC Wim¬ 
bledon share the ground 
with Kingstonian but are on 
the verge of completing a 
deal to sell the lease to 
Premier-League champions 
Chelsea. 

An online petition calling 
on freehold owners 
Kingston Council to honour 
an alleged covenant they 
made 25 years ago for Ks to 
remain at Kingsmeadow has 
collected more than 450 sig¬ 
natures. It needs 500 to be 
discussed at council level. 

In an official statement, 
Councillor Davis said: “It is 
important to clarify the posi¬ 
tion with regards to the 
lease of Kingsmeadow stadi¬ 
um and the influence the 


council can have in all this. 

“Kingston Council owns 
the freehold for Kingsmead¬ 
ow stadium and that is not 
for sale. AFC Wimbledon 
are the leaseholders and 
could, if they wanted, decide 
to effectively sell that 
leasehold. 

“The current lease be¬ 
tween the council and AFC 
Wimbledon allows (but does 
not require) AFC to sub-let, 


which they do in the form of 
a ground-sharing agreement 
with Kingstonian FC. 

“As far as I’m aware there 
is no covenant in the title to 
the land or in the lease be¬ 
tween Kingston Council and 
AFC that obliges any party 
to provide accommodation 
to Kingstonian FC. 

“That said, I for one am 
committed to doing whatev¬ 
er I can to ensure

ough grows and changes, we 
must protect our heritage 
and the things that make 
this area special.

Paper raises the bar

The Kingston Guardian’s sister 
title the Surrey Comet’s stellar his¬ 
tory and role in the borough has 
been recognised - a bar has been 
named after the paper. 

Reporters from throughout the 
161-year history of the Comet have 
picked up many of their juciest 
stories in drinking establishments 
- some rarely left the places. 

The Kingston Lodge Hotel’s bar - 
complete with rugby for the World 
Cup - was renamed the Comet bar 
after the owner’s 23-year-old son 
came up with the idea. 

Umesh Ummat said: “My son 
Sam said, why don’t we do 


something in the bar? Then we 
came up with the idea to name the 
bar after the Surrey Comet.” 

There is a sign outside and a 
rugby ball with the Comet logo 
above the Kingston Hill hotel’s bar 
- which has also been known as 
the Fox and Coney, the George and 
the George and Dragon 
And there have been some good 
stories from the establishment too. 

Comet features editor June 
Sampson, who attended the open¬ 
ing, said: “I’m thrilled. It was 
called the Fox and Coney when the 
Comet was born. People used to 
come here to watch the hangings. 

“They used to cheer whenever a 
person was hanged. Then it got re¬ 
placed a couple of times, but now 
they have kept part of the original 


building. This used to be the place 
for a bean fest too.” 

One of Kingston historian Sian 
Butters’ books brings to light a 
1778 armed robbery when, accord¬ 
ing to a bailiff’s book from the 
year, an unnamed wheelwright 
caught the robbers outside where 
the hotel now stands. 

Recent years have seen French 
rugby teams carousing until 3am 
after a defeat against an English 
club, and a group of Japanese par¬ 
liamentarians smiling after their 
nation’s win against South Africa. 

Conference and banqueting 
manager Kate Taylor, who has 
worked at the Kingston Lodge 
since 1996, said: “I think it’s excit¬ 
ing. It’s nice to see something dif¬ 
ferent. It’s not been done before.”

Protesters against a planned 
Sainsbury’s store in Berrylands 
claim a piece of the borough’s 
racing car history will be lost if 
the building goes ahead. 

A planning application for the 
shop and five flats on the site of 
the petrol garage at 118 Raeburn 
Avenue has been submitted to 
Kingston Council. 

But campaigners claimed the 
building should be protected be¬ 
cause of its connection to the fa¬ 
mous Cooper racing garage. 

Car making legend John Coop¬ 
er rented the garage in the late 
1940s and started to build his rac¬ 
ing empire there, before 
moving on to the famed 
Mini Cooper garage in 
Hollyfield Road. 

Raeburn Avenue res¬ 
ident Peter Bell said: 

“The cars were tested 
up and down the road. 

These were not the Mini 
Cooper cars. These were 
big racing cars. 

“Sterling Moss was spotted a 
few times testing the cars. 

“The building has a great histo¬ 
ry and it would be a real shame to 
lose it and see it demolished.” 

The old Cooper garage in Holly- 
field Road, often referred to as 
the birthplace of the Mini Coop¬ 
er, is also up for sale.

Teenager Kyle 
Stanger received 
support from 
across the world 
when he started the 
Save the Home of the 
Cooper campaign in May and 
urged the council to list the prop¬ 
erty as a community interest site. 

A commemorative plaque was 
fixed to the Hollyfield Road build¬ 
ing last month. 

The application by Kent- 
based company Kal-max Proper¬ 
ties shows plans for a three- 


storey building with a supermar¬ 
ket on the ground floor with pro¬ 
visions for car access, parking, 
and landscaping. 

Agent Barry Kitcherside said: 
“All the information about the 
building and planning history is 
available on the [council] 
website. 

“Residents can make comments 
about the application there.” 

Comments on the proposal 
close on October 16.

Nescot 
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More time to consult on 
community housing plan

The timeline to decide on the 
implementation of a commu¬ 
nity housing trust (CHT) has 
been extended after the shad¬ 
ow board agreed more time 
was needed to consult 
residents. 

A CHT would see council 
tenants given powers to run 
their estates, running every¬ 
thing from rent collection to 
repairs and general mainte¬ 
nance through an elected 
board of residents and lease¬ 
holders dealing with the ma¬ 
jority of council housing 
concerns. 

The proposal is modelled on 


a scheme set up by Welwyn 
Hatfield Council. 

However, in April, Conser¬ 
vative-led Welwyn Hatfield 
announced its CHT was 
under review with the possi¬ 
bility of housing being taken 
back under council control 
after five years. 

Kingston Council’s plans 
were discussed at the com¬ 
munity housing trust shadow 
board on September 30. 

After head of housing at 
Kingston Council Darren 
Welsh gave a fairly bleak 
housing update presentation 
in response to the Govern¬ 
ment’s July 2015 budget, con¬ 
cern was raised about the 
timing of trying to make a 
CHT work at Kingston’s 
Guildhall on September 30. 


Mr Welsh told the 22 people 
at the table: “I have no good 
news this evening.” 

He said Kingston would ex¬ 
pect to lose just under £10m 
over four years if the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposed social hous¬ 
ing rent decrease came in. 

A board member asked 
whether it would be the right 
time to be launching a CHT 

Mr Welsh said it was for the 
board to decide, and there 
would certainly be a number 
of challenges, but the CHT 
would be a “good model”. 

CHT plans will affect coun¬ 
cil tenants living across the 
borough including in Sheep- 
house Way, Kingsnympton 
and Alpha Road estates. 

Management of the consul¬ 
tation of residents over the 


CHT faced criticism from 
board members. 

Richard Grosvenor, of 
Kingston Federation of Resi¬ 
dents, said: “I’m not at all 
surprised that it’s a total flop 
now and nobody knows about 
it. I don’t know what we’ve 
been doing for the last eight 
months.” 

Frank Dick, CHT project 
manager, said an eight page 
leaflet was being produced to 
address the problem voiced 
by many residents being un¬ 
clear about the proposals. 

The board agreed to extend 
the consultation period. 

A decision is now not ex¬ 
pected on whether to go 
ahead with the transforma¬ 
tion to a CHT until about 
February.

Borough ranks badly for new homes 


As house prices soar and first¬ 
time buyers struggle nationally, 
Kingston has been named among 
the worst-performing boroughs 
for building homes. Figures from 
the National Housing Federation 
estimated 974,000 homes were 
needed across the UK between 
2011 and 2014, but figures from 
326 councils showed only 457,490 
were built. 

Kingston, Harrow, Maldon, 
Harrogate and Camden were 
found to have provided the least 
housing. 

According to figures from Shel¬ 
ter, 90 affordable houses were 


built in Kingston last year, and 
more than 6,000 people were on a 
council waiting list for a home. 

The average price of a house in 
Kingston is currently £610,070, 
having risen by more than 
£400,000 since 1969. This is 14 
places behind the area with the 
most expensive houses in Lon¬ 
don - Kensington and Chelsea - 
where the average cost of a 
house is £2,326,857. 

Kingston Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Kevin Davis said: “We have 
to find a way of building more 
homes, but also giving residents 
the chance to shape those 


schemes and create places of 
human scale they would want 
their children to be able to buy. 

“The council does not have the 
powers to do this alone, so will 
need to work with the Mayor and 
Government to ensure we attract 
the infrastructure we need.” 

A Department for Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government 
spokesman said: “We have got 
Britain building again, with 
housing completions at their 
highest annual level across the 
country and 158,000 new homes 
built in London since the end of 
2009.”

‘Destroyed by greed 
of home developers’ 


Kingston and London do not 
have to accept the population 
growth that is being predicted, 
while other parts of the UK lan¬ 
guish through lack of invest¬ 
ment and residents are forced to 
migrate to the south-east in 
search of jobs. 

But, as your pages clearly 
demonstrate through story after 
story about housing develop¬ 
ments, growth is already hap¬ 
pening to Kingston. 

And, while there was talk of 
planning for this population in¬ 
crease at the debate, I have yet 
to see anyone in Kingston truly 
join the dots over the many and 
varied plans. 

Is the planning office at 
Kingston Council, along with 
councillors on the planning 
committee, the only two bodies 
that have a say over these 
schemes? 

Who is examining the propos¬ 
als for the old post office and 
Eden Walk together? 

Who has oversight of the Sury 
Basin development in connec¬ 
tion with the Gala bingo site? 

Who is considering the impact 
on the traffic in Kingston Road 
when the homes at Kingsmead- 
ow get built in addition to those 
replacing the office buildings up 
by the railway line? 

Where is the vision that our 


historic town centre requires to 
ensure we do not replace the 
brick and concrete mistakes of 
the 1960s with glass and steel er¬ 
rors of the 2010s and 2020s. 

Where is the low-carbon fu¬ 
ture we need to combat global 
warming? 

Where are educational facili¬ 
ties for all the children that will 
dwell in these homes? 

Where are the travel plans - 
barring the possibility of Cross¬ 
rail 2 - to sweep all these people 
into their city jobs? 

Where are the health facilities 
to ease the burden on our al¬ 
ready struggling GP surgeries 
and hospital? 

Where are the offices for busi¬ 
nesses so some residents can 
work in Kingston? 

Where are the council homes 
so the housing department is 
not forced to put families on its 
waiting list into private accom¬ 
modation or move them outside 
the borough? 

This piecemeal approach to 
development in Kingston will 
destroy it. 

At the debate on growth there 
was much talk by Stewart Mur¬ 
ray, assistant director of plan¬ 
ning at the Greater London 
Authority, about the need to 
plan for expansion. 

It appears to me that we have 


already failed to do that. 

Part of the reason for that is 
because developers - private 
companies - are the only ones 
able to buy land when it be¬ 
comes available. 

Councils are not currently 
able to contemplate doing so be¬ 
cause of the borrowing cap im¬ 
posed on them by central 
Government. 

We need to push the Govern¬ 
ment to remove these caps, de¬ 
volve housing benefit to local 
councils and to end the right to 
buy scheme. 

This way, councils could have 
a chance at buying property and 
land when it becomes available 
and build the schools, council 
homes and health facilities 
where they are needed. 

Kingston is being destroyed by 
the greed of property develop¬ 
ers, growth at any cost and the 
idea that competition - Croydon 
is getting Westfield, so Kingston 
must offer something better - is 
the only option for our future. It 
is not. 

To paraphrase, Kingston is not 
a shopping centre with an ace 
town attached, it is a riverside 
town full of people and commu¬ 
nities with some shops. Let us 
plan for that.

It's Provencal 
and Mediterranean." 

The key to achieving great re¬ 
sults, Payet says, was to focus 
on what's in season and parts 
of the menu change frequently, 
sometimes daily. 

He says: "I can only do what 
the supplier sends to me. If 
they send me some good 
prawns today, I'll do prawns. 
Tomorrow, it could be some¬ 
thing else." 

One example of seasonal 
dining is Payet's current recom¬ 
mendation, the beef cheek. 

Payet says: "It's different to 
what people expect - it is very 
tender. You don't even need a 
knife - just a fork and a spoon. 
Actually the way the weather is, 
it's perfect. It's a balance be¬ 
tween a light dish and comfort 
food." 

Payet has worked hard on the 
menu to make sure there is 
something for everyone and 
that includes what he terms 
"masculine" and "feminine" 
dishes. Grilled meat is cooked 
in a charcoal oven using oak, to 
give the perfect flavour. 

With so many stars and 
rosettes on his CV, it seems in¬ 
evitable that more will follow 
but Eric is coy on the prospect 
of industry recognition. 

He says: "I think the best re¬ 
ward you can get is a happy 
customer and checking all the 
plates when they come back 
and if they're empty that is the 
best reward you can get. 

"It doesn't matter how many 
stars you've got, if the dish is 
coming back half finished then 
you have a problem. 

"Are we looking to get into 
those kind of stars and all of 
that? I don't know. I think we 
will let the people judge."

Part of The Wars of the Roses 
trilogy at the Rose Theatre 


A ny one of the plays that 
make up The Wars of the 
Roses, combined with this 
director - former RSC and Royal 
National Theatre artistic direc¬ 
tor, sir Trevor Nunn - and this 
cast would be feted on most 
stages in the country, that they 
chose Kingston speaks volumes 
of the Rose's reputation, writes 
Jim Palmer. 

This is the first time Shake¬ 
speare's plays have been con¬ 
figured into this trio of Henry 
VI, Edward IV and Richard III 
since its original run in 1963, 
under the stewardship of Peter 
Hall and John Barton. 

Latterly it has been described 
by some as Shakespeare's Game 
of Thrones and, if the final part 
is anything to go by, it was a 
fine choice to bring it back to 
the stage. 


Everyone knows the most sat¬ 
isfying part of a trilogy is the 
last and Richard III is a wildly 
satisfying finale. 

When we meet Richard here - 
a deformed Duke of Gloucester, 
brother to the king - he tells us 
up front: “since I cannot prove a 
lover... I am determined to 
prove a villain". And prove it he 
does, scheming his way to the 
throne through dodgy deals 
and murder. 

In the titular role, young 
BAFTA-nominated actor Robert 
Sheehan shows why he is a star 
in the ascendancy and increas¬ 
ingly in demand in the movies. 
He gives a virtuoso perfor¬ 
mance that is magnetic, with no 
one coming close to stealing a 
scene that he's in. 

Which is not to say the rest of 
a fine cast are phoning it in. Far 


from it, the cast of Richard III is 
excellent, and it is particularly 
admirable considering this is 
only a third of their workload. 

Rufus Hound as Rivers, 
Alexandra Gilbreath as Queen 
Elizabeth and Alexander Han¬ 
son as Buckingham are stand¬ 
out performers. Joely 
Richardson plays a relatively 
minor part in this instalment as 
widowed Queen Margaret but 
still manages to show why she's 
such a star. 

Richard III is a tale of treach¬ 
ery and it's telling is lifted by a 
liberal splash of black humour, 
it is to the credit to Trevor Nunn 
that it is flawlessly executed. 

It is for greater people than I 
to discuss old Bill Shake¬ 
speare's merits but this adapta¬ 
tion really works and Richard is 
as iconic a villain as any we've 


seen in the nearly 400 years 
since Shakespeare committed 
him to the stage. 

So exquisite is the script 
that you'll nod in recog 
nition to the bits you've 
heard people say - 'My 
kingdom for a horse', 

'Now is the winter of 
our discontent' - and 
you'll also marvel at 
nearly every line 
besides. 

It is theatre that 
draws you to the edge 
of your seat. I'd take it 
over Game of Thrones 
any day.

After a long-winded route through 
parliament, new regulations are 
now in place which affect all private 
landlords in the UK. 

From October 1 landlords must 
have at least one smoke alarm 
installed on every storey of their 
properties and a carbon monoxide 
alarm in any room containing a 
solid fuel burning appliance. 

Leaders' technical and compliance 
director, Carole Charge (pictured), 
addresses some key questions 
relating to the new regulations: 

What happens if I do not comply 
with the new regulations? The 
regulations will be enforced by local 
authorities who can impose a 
fine of up to £5,000. 

Who is responsible for 
checking the alarms are 
working? At the start 
of a tenancy it is the 
responsibility of the 
landlord to make sure 
the alarms are working - 
alarms should be checked 
on the first day of the 
tenancy commence¬ 
ment. During the 
tenancy tenants 
should take 
responsibility 
for their own 


safety and test alarms regularly. 
Should I have a carbon monoxide 
alarm for gas appliances? This is 
not required by the new regula¬ 
tions, however, the PRS Code of 
Conduct require all let properties 
with gas appliances to have a 
carbon monoxide alarm. As Leaders 
subscribes to this code of conduct, 
we require alarms in all our let 
properties which have either gas or 
solid fuel appliances. 

Should the alarms be hard-wired 
or battery-powered? The regula¬ 
tions do not stipulate one type or 
another, however if your property is 
a house share or house in multiple 
occupation (HMO) - a property 
in which three or more 
people live but do not 
form one household, i.e. 
they are not related or in 
a relationship-you must 
comply with the HMO 
and building regulations 
that apply to your property. 
Should the alarms be in¬ 
stalled in a specific place? 
Apart from stipulating 
that there should be 
at least one 
smoke alarm in¬ 
stalled on 
every storey 
and a carbon 




monoxide alarm in any room con¬ 
taining a solid fuel burning 
appliance, the regulations do not 
specify exactly where the alarms 
should be placed. The alarm 
manufacturer's instructions should 
be followed. 

A storey is a part of a building 
comprising all the rooms that are 
on the same level and the regula¬ 
tions apply to all storeys that have 


at least one room used wholly or 
partly as living accommodation. This 
includes bathrooms, WCs, halls, land¬ 
ings and stairways. A mezzanine floor 
is not considered a storey. 

How much does it cost to install the 
alarms? Prices vary however Leaders 
can arrange for compliant alarms and 
monitors to be fitted for £27+ VAT 
(£32.40) plus contract tor costs.

Surbiton hot shot Alan 
Forsyth has been shocked 
by the form this season that 
has landed him a shot at an 
Olympic Games appearance.
